The wide distribution of 
southern coal, ol, and gas, plus 
a network of pipe lines, means 
that the industries of the south 
will always be in a commercially 
favorable position with respect to 
fuel. 

The plain facts about southern 
mineral wealth need to be told to 
the world. The south produces 
some copper and lead, and about 
10 per cent of the national output 
of iron, but it dominates bauxite 
and sulphur production. From 
Texas and Louisiana came helium, 
salt and magnesium; from North 
Carolina comes bromine. Since the 
war started, a large deposit of 
rutile, a mineral essential in the 
making of welding rods, has been 
developed in north Florida and 
this one deposit will produce sev- 
eral times as much rutile a year 
as all the other deposits in the 
country before the war. The mica 
deposits of North Carolina’ and 
Georgia provide 60 per cent o1 
more of the American supply of 
this mineral, which 1s so impor- 
tant in radio and radar produc- 
tion, 

Of great importance, too, are 
the Georgian and Alabaman fire 
clays and building materials—ce- 
ment, sand, gravel and stone. In 
the past few years several plants 
manufacturing ceramic articles 
have sprung up hereabouts, and it 
is logical to anticipate a further 
extension of this industry in an 
area so well endowed with the 
necessary resources. 

The activities of the government 
in developing the Tennessee river 
valley, by  .normously increasing 
the available power supply, have 
led to the large-scale production 
of wartime light metals and to the 
establishment of textile, plastics 
and chemical industries. As a gov- 
ernment project, TVA has, of 
course, been the subject of consid- 
erable and heated discussion. As

businessmen, however, you know 
that although not everything the 
government does is good, neither 
a thing bad merely because it 
is sponsored by the government. 
To my way of thinking, we need 
to cultivate a relaxed attifttide in 
judging the value of government 
projects—and to deal with each 
project on its merits.

Viewed on its merits, I 


see how there can be much doubt 
about the net contribution of TVA 
to the welfare of the south. To- 
day, with nearing completion of 
the dams of the Tennessee river, 
TVA has given the south a great 
reservoir of available electrical 
power. Taken in conjunction with 
the extensive coal deposits, the 
hydro-electric installations pro- 
vide a powerful attraction for new 
industries requiring large year- 
round quantities of power at fa- 
vorable rates.

Other industries and commer- 
cial ventures are bound to spring 
up around the south’s scenic at- 
tractions, its wildlife, its substan- 
tial fur production, its flourishing 
fisheries, and its great livestock 
business. The abundant southern 
agriculture, which is becoming 
ever more varied and scientific, 
cannot help but lead to new en- 
terprises. Already here and there 
the quick-freezing process is 1n- 
creasing the markets of southern 
growers and creating a new field 
of industrial employment. 

Bear in mind, too, the 
tance of the southern 
which simplifies the domestic 
problems of industrial workers 
and which makes possible a much 
higher proportion of open-air 
work, cutting industrial construc: 
tion costs and increasing produc- 
tivity. I regard this as an excep- 
tionally important factor in the 
future development of the south. 
And I would call attention to the 
favorable geographical position of 
the south with respect to export 
‘trade, for southern industries have 
a substantial advantage in reach- 
ing the Latin American markets. 

I do not for a moment suggest 
that greater industrialization will 
automatically solve all the south’'s 
economic and social problems. But 
industrialization can provide the 
basis for steady progress. There 
are already important signs of that 
progress, other than the new fac- 
tories that dot the countryside. 
Particularly notable is the rising 
standard. of health. Southerners 
in the more remote districts are

sical energy through prevention of 
disease and better nutrition. This 
trend goes hand in hand with a 
sharply rising standard of living. 
In the Tennessee’ river valley, 
from 1933 to 1943, the per capita 
Income rose 75 per cent as against 
56 per cent for the nation. South- 
erners are earning more and buy- 
ing more. Consumer surveys re- 
veal that the variety of products 
wanted by southern families is 
steadily increasing, and indicate 
an enormous southern § postwar 
market for all kinds of consumer 
goods.

Equally important, in my judg- 
ment, is the increasing interest 
in education and the widening of 
the intellectual horizons to which 
the war has contributed so much. 
Never before has there been so 
much constructive self-criticism in 
the south—always a healthy sign 
of intellectual vigor. Never be- 
fore has the south produced so 
much excellent raw literature. In| 
the new books, the magazines and 
the newspapers of the south, senti- 
mentality is steadily giving way 
to rugged and refreshing realism. 
In what I have said here to- 
day I have not for an instant-— 


and I know that you have not—lost 
sight of the fact that we are| 
fighting an all-out war, and that, 
perhaps for many months to come 
the unfinished war job must take) 
precedence over any  postwar| 
plans and enterprises.
